N ew Y o r k , January 13th.—The trouble 
at Weeliawken yesterday between the strik­ 
ing coal-handlers and greenhorn Germans 
would have had a serious ending if the 
Germans had not promptly sought safety 
in Might. About 3 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon a party of 21)0 gat hered on the dock 
at the foot of fifth street. Hoboken. Each 
man carried a heavy walking-stick or club. 
Presently a tug-boat, from winch the name 
had been carefully removed, dashed into 
the dock. The men at once boarded her 
and concealed themselves in the cabins; 
They then started oil for the Weeliawken 
docks. Arriving^ h e re slie was quirk'y 
made fast, and in a very shoit time 2181 
men were ashore. They rushed upon the 
astonished men who were at work and be­ 
gan belaboring them with clubs, and cries 
o f44 Kill the bloody scab3. ’ “ llrain them,” 
44 Throw them overboard," were heard on 
all sides. Tiie poor immigrants tied in tér­ 
ro»4 belore the enraged mob. Several of 
them were very badly beaten, and two were 
knocked iuto tlie river and would have 
been drowned had not some of their com­ 
panions come to their rescue. 


H E L P ASKED FROM JE R S E Y CITY . 
New York, January 13:li —The Telegram 
savs ; The state of affairs at Wethawkcti is 
alarming in the extreme. Tiie striking 
coal-handlere are very bitter. This morn­ 
ing found the number of rioters largely 
added to. They gathered about the yards, 
seeking opportunity for an outbreak. The 
managers and employes of the coal yards 
have become alarmed, and telegraphed the 
Chief of Police at Jersey City for assistance. 
The Chief of Police of Hoboken also sent a 
number of officers to the scene, and the 
police boat of this city is ready on a mo­ 
ment’s notice to proceed to Weehawken. 


F.VCTOBIES TO CLOSE. 
N ew York, January 13th.—Coal is so 
scarce in Brooklyn that most of the sntaii 
factories will be forced to stop work in a 
day or two and lay off their men. Coal 
dealers refuse to sell it in large quantities, 
even when offered $8 per ton. 


T IIE 
SITUATION TH REATEN I NO — A RIOT E X ­ 
PECTED TO-DAY. 
New Yor.K, January 13th—Midnight.— 
Grave fears are entertained in regard to tlie 
situation of the coal-handlers" strike at 
Weehawken. The strike took a new phase 
to-day. The officers of tlie Delaware am: 
Hudson Coal Com pan v were notified by 
the Knights of Labor that while the strike 
was in progrtss the company would not lie 
allowed to unload any coal from its boats 
at any of the docks in New York city. 
At the company's dock in Weehawken 
things wore a rather threatening aspect 
during the afternoon. Extra policemen and 
bailiffs were called out lo guard the men at 
work, and Governor Abbott was called on 
for the aid of the militia. He replied that 
a- so in as the Sheriff notified him that a 
riot was in progress, ami beyond bis con­ 
trol, he would dispatch troops. No violence 
was attempted, however. 
The ccai company has asked and re­ 
ceived assistance from the New York police 
to protect its men on this side of the river. 
Riots are anticipated to morrow.

George looks 
to the poor and-down-trodden for an au­ 
dience aud supnori. Tbtse people he finds 
chiefly among Irishmen and descendants of 
Irishmen. They, of all others, are inclined 
to listen to his wild talk about the common 
ownership of land, having been virtually 
crowded out of the country of their fore­ 
fathers. If any class of men is going to 
fight for George's land ideas, it is the Irish 
peasant class, who lias nut enough intelli­ 
gence to know what fallacies are contained 
in the scheme.

San F rancisco, January 13th — Mid­ 
night.—The residents on Post street, be­ 
tween Larkin and Polk.streets, were startled 
between 7 and 8 o’clock this evening bv 
the sound of a tremendous explosion and 
by the shattering of glass about their cars. 
A dynamite cartridge had been placed on 
the track of the Larkin-stxeet branch line 
of the Sutter-sireet cable road, and bad ex­ 
ploder! under dummy Mo. 64. The dummy 
was completely wrecked, and the windows 
of tlie car aud of bouses in the vicinity 
were demolished. 


A LADY NEARLY K IL L E D . 
Mr. Hilderbrandt, his wife and brother 
were sitting on the dummy, on the side 
where the explosion took place. They 
were ail thrown into the slreet. Mrs. 
Hilderbrandt, it is feared, is seriously in­ 
jured. She was taken into a neighboring 
house and medical assistance summoned. 
Later in the evening she was conveyed to 
her home, it was a miracle that there 
were no others injured, us several persons 
were on the dummy. 


A POLICEM AN STUNNED 
People in the vicinity rushed to the 
scene of the disaster, and soon a large 
crowd had congregated. Officer Conboie, 
who was on the dummy, describing his 
sensations, said that the explosion had the 
effect of momentarily stunning him, and 
it was fully half an hour beiore he recov­ 
ered his hearing. The excitement caused 
by this explosion was intensified when it 
became known that 


ANOTHER EXPLOSION 
Had taken place on the Sutter-street cable 
road, near Dupont street, about 0 o'clock. 
The explosive, which is believed to have 
been a giant-powder cartridge, was ex­ 
ploded by the dummy-wheels running 
over it. The dummy was disabled, and 
had to he taken to the car-house tor re­ 
pairs. It was quickly replaced b7 a new 
one, and the road continued to operate its 
cars as usual during the remainder of the 
night. No one was injured by the latte74 
explosion, as the charge in the cartridge 
evidently was small.

THE YOSEMITE VALLEY. 


T h e 
G r a n d e s t

The biennial report of the Commission­ 
ers of the Yosemite A'alley was yesterday 
placed upon the desks of the members of 
the Legislature. In his intioduction lo the 
report Dr. AVilliam B. May says: 
This Board is impressed wifh a convic­ 
tion that the ultimare value of the Yc semitc 
grant to California—whether viewed from 
the lowest standpoint of mo: ey attraction 
to the State from without its bounds, or 
from its elevating and refining influence 
upon ourselves—has never been sufficiently 
considered. 
During the first five years after the grant 
was accepted by California, the visitors to 
it numbered only 2,279, being a yearly 
average of 456. The completion of the 
transcontinental railway at once swelled 
the annual number to 1,122, and the regis­ 
ter for the present season will rise very 
closely to4.000. The total for twenty-three 
years exceeds 40.000. 
A'ery many of these crossed a continent, 
and some of them from New Zealand, 
Australia, and India, on a visit to the old 
world cradle, and still others en route from 
Europe to the Indies, came this way, 14 put­ 
ting «girdle about tiie earth ” to sec Yo- 
semite. 
To say nothing of the glory that has 
fallen to us in the possession of so rich ati 
attraction, and speaking to the subject on 
its lowest plane as a commonwealth con­ 
tributor—of the growth it stimulates in our 
assessment roll—we may safely say that a 
low average of the amount each visitor 
leaves in the States would be $250. It is 
certain a much larger sum would be nearer 
the truth, but even at that figure Yosemite 
has added $10,000 000 to our taxable wealth 
since we accepted the trust: and for the 
present year the amount is 81,000,000. 
Willi improved facilities for visiting the 
valley—particularly so at un earlier date in 
the springtime than is now practicable, 
and with greatly extended and improved 
means of entertainment to those who find 
then way to it—the rivulet will swell to a 
flood, and the 4 OOU of the prisent year, 
with its contribution of a $1,000000 to our 
aggregate wealth, will rise to 10,000, plac­ 
ing $2,500,000 of treasure annually in our 
JS.

A HEW OBJECTION TO THE INTERSTATE 
COMMERCE BILL. 
In the United States Senate yesterday 
one of the most distinguished of statesmen 
opposed his trained, judgment and great 
legal knowledge to the interstate commerce 
bill. It will be seen by the dispatches 
to-day that he holds it to be unconstitu­ 
tional, since it will tend to make the Union 
of Slates less perfect, disestablish justice 
and insure domestic discord, instead of 
promoting tbs opposites of these ills, as 
the Constitution commands. 
Excepting 
only Sections 4 and 5 (the first relating to 
long and short hauls, and the latter to the 
pooling of freights of competing roads), he 
holds the bill to t>c one to regulate com­ 
merce, hut the two sections indicated 
depart from the province of law­ 
making in - attempting to lay down 
rules of transportation not recognized 
hv the laws of commerce. This is a new 
view of the bill, and one full of grave sug­ 
gestion. If its effect will be to cripple—as 
is just as certain as any untried policy can 
lie forecast to be—rather than aid commer­ 
cial interchange and comity between States, 
and the people of the several States, then 
it is in contravention of the constitutional 
duty of Congress to conserve the commer­ 
cial relations of the States, and to 
strengthen the bond of union between the 
States. In doing so it clearly is the duty 
of the Government to conform to the com­ 
mercial laws approved by the people, and 
which form the basis of their systems of 
interchange. It may be well said tiiat 
this is touching the spirit of the Constitu­ 
tion to the quick—testing a pro 
posed 
law 
by 
the very 
soul of 
the 
purpose 
of the 
existence 
of the organic law, rather than estimating 
the new scheme by the mere letter of the 
compact of unity of States. Concerning 
the jKxding system, the eminent speaker de­ 
clared it conducive of uniformity of rates 
in transportation, and asked protagonists 
of the bill if they were prepared to say 
that they were opposed to the equalization 
that produces such uniformity. He ex­ 
pressed the thought of those who have 
most deeply eutered into the consideration 
of the question of the commercial rela­ 
tions of the States, when he declared that 
commerce is best conserved and most pro­ 
moted by being least impeded between the 
States. 
DASTARDLY OUTRAGES. 


CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 


TWENTY SEVENTH SESSION-NINTH DAY. 


WHISKY CRIME WHAT IT MAY LEAD 
TO. 
Gardiner lias escaped just deserts for 
the brutal and unprovoked murder of 
young Guindon. A merciful jury lias 
saved his neck through the means of a 
verdict of murder in the second degree. 
As murder of the first degree must Ik» 
willful, deliberate, etc., and all other mur­ 
der is of the second degree, the jury vir­ 
tually say ¿hat Gardiner did not willfully, 
or deliberately, or premeditately kill 
young Guindon. We can well understand 
therefore, why the defendant’s counsel 
should at once move for a new trial. For 
they have maintained that Gardiner was 
guilty either of murder in the first degree, 
cr of manslaughter, which is a killing 
(voluntary) upon a sudden quarrel or in 
lieat of passion; or (involuntary) in the 
commission of an unlawful act not amount­ 
ing to felony, etc. If Gardiner was in­ 
sane at the time of the killing, and not 
momentarily so; insane, as contended he 
fore and after, and for a long lime, indeed, 
then he could not have willfully and prc- 
meditatedly killed Guindon, and so should 
have gone'free. If he killed him upon a 
quarrel, or in heat of passion, the homi­ 
cide was manslaughter. 
If lie was crazed 
by drink voluntarily taken, it did not ex­ 
cuse him, and could not shield him from 
the results of his act. Such was the charge 
of the Court. Under-the circumstances, it 
is by no means merely speculative to fore­ 
cast the result—that a new trial will be 
granted, and eventually the man will go 
free of the law. It is possible that the 
jury is to be justified in its verdict on the 
theory that it could not agree upon 
a conviction of murder in the first 
degree. That is the charitable view to 
take of it. It remains that the wliisky- 
stimulated brain of a dyspeptic impelled 
the hand of a morose man to take as bright 
and promising a young life as there was 
in the State, for no offense whatever, and 
that it is now impossible for the murderer 
to !>e punished save in an apologetic man­ 
ner. 
We renew our suggestion that the legis­ 
lators ot the State rack their brains to 
evolve a law that will hold constitutional 
water, to make the fact of a crime commit­ 
ted under the influence of strong drink 
such aggravation as to augment the sever­ 
ity of the penalty. If rum is to continue 
going about the country cutting throats 
and blowing out brains, and excusing its 
slaves in Court for the sake of itself, the 
only safe procedure for sober citizens will 
be to arm against the jK)ssible assaults 
of intoxicated men, since in seven 
cases out of ten of whisky murders the j»oor 
wretch liad no malice against his victim, 
and so!>er would embrace rather than kill 
him. There is neither heat nor exaggera­ 
tion in words—we simply express the 
thought of nine out of ten decent citizens, 
that whisky-crime is becoming danger­ 
ously frequent, and more still that whisky 
clearances are more so. A half dozen 
cases can l>e recalled in this city 
within a few weeks in which the 
pleas in defense for crime, from sneak- 
thieverv to assaults upon life, have been, 
“ 1 was drunk.” and, strange to say, m most 
cases the plea serves the purpose of the 
criminal. It may he that bad whisky— 
good, for that matter—is slandered by 
those things; that much crime is shoul 
dered upon both of which it is innocent; 
that it is made a convenient scaj>e-goat 
such is a possibility, and we have known 
cases where it was verity. Hut it remains 
that such has become the frequency of 
rum murders, whisky assaults and alco­ 
holic crime generally, that it will not be 
surprising if the practice develops, on the 
part of sober citizens, of “ drawing” and 
shooting on the spot drunken ones they 
meet who act belligerently and fumble 
about the hip pocket, or that such blotting 
out of whisky lunatics should Ik? backed 
by a strong-approving public sentiment, 
the natural result of the record of alco­ 
holic crime that burdens the daily news. 
With perfect coolness of judgment it may 
be stated as a fact that a tiger of the 
jungles would be a less dangerous foe in 
the streets of an American city to-day 
than an armed drunkard ; with the first, 
men would know precisely how to deal; 
as to the second, they are in doubt, and 
hence it is that so few drunken criminals 
have due punishment meted out to them. 
We repeat, the hour draws near when a 
law is necessary making crime committed 
in a state of intoxication subject to severer 
punishment than crime committed in so­ 
briety. 


Last night the miscreants who pose as 
the friends of the ear-strikers in San Fran­ 
cisco, again resorted to dynamite, de­ 
stroyed property and wounded people; one 
it is feared to her death. 
When the 
strikers put omnibuses on the streets in 
opposition to the car lines, they pursued a 
lawful and a business course. But now 
that they again resort to murderous bombs, 
there remains only one of two tilings todo, 
to turn over the city to their tender mer­ 
cies or line even’ yard of the whole 
r >ute of the two roads, from end 
to end, with police and soldiery, and 
preserve the rights of the people», 
even if it bankrupts the city. If now the 
citizens of the metropolis fail to rise in 
their majesty, they will deserve the con­ 
tempt and execration of all men. Thus 
far they have not even had the courage to 
protest, or so much as assemble and “ re­ 
solve ” for order and the law. The bomb 
that nearly killed* Mrs. Ilildebrandt, like 
that in the Hay market at Chicago last 
May, was thrown from Russia; aimed not 
against an autocratic monarch, but against 
free institutions. The question is, will 
freemen preserve the heritage oflilerty, 
or yield it to ruffians? 
A m an named Evan Sproule was exe 
cuted at Victoria recently, for murder. He 
was an American, and died vehemently 
protesting his innocence. It will l>e re­ 
membered that the United States Govern­ 
ment asked for a reprieve in his case, and 
that it was denied. Now romes the news 
that it can Ik? proven that Sproule could 
not have committed the crime lor which 
he suffered death, because at the time he 
was in a place distant from the scene of 
the homicide. It is shown, too, that the 
man was executed while an order, issued 
in the light of the fact that an alibi could 
be proved, existed for the suspension of 
the execution, and that the Sheriff dis­ 
obeyed it. if these facts are clearly estab­ 
lished, the claim of the brother of the in­ 
nocent man against the Province for dam­ 
ages, will very likely receive aid in the 
form of sympathetic interest by our Gov­ 
ernment, and possibly of material aid. 


T h e telegraphed statements of artillery 
and naval experts, favoring the new plan 
of fortification—artillery pits—are backed 
by reason. The idea is to abandon all 
raised works for heavy guns in coast de­ 
fense. In place of such costly structures, 
sink pits, in which place heavy guns to be 
raised for firing and lowered for loading. 
The cost of such sunken casemates would 
Ik* less than a third of surface fortifica­ 
tions. They would afford the least possi­ 
ble target area to an assailant’s guns; only 
plunging shots could be sent iifto them, 
and such can only I k» tired from long dis­ 
tances, and even against these the pits can 
be largely guarded by shell-proof shields. 
The “ idea ” would seem to go a long way 
toward solving the coast defense question'. 
The one thing necessary to be assured of 
would Ik? ease and sjkkhI in lifting the 
guns—but to such tasks mechanical science 
ought to Ik* equal. 
In the perfect ffood of “ hills’* that has 
deluged the Asssembly, we cannot discover 
one, by title, that proposes a law to have 
hung up by the lieels and flayed alive all 
County Clerks who have wit enough to 
draw their salaries, but not enough to obey 
plain and simple directions of the statutes 
concerning the making out and sending up 
of election return?, certificates, etc. 
Let 
some ambitious legislator immortalize him­ 
self by becoming the author of a measure 
to meet the need. 
It should apply to all 
duties of Clerks relating to elections, for of 
this class of officials some at eviry election 
provoke the patience of saints and the 
wrath of sinners by their stupidity, pig­ 
headedness and general lack of brains. Let 
the legislature supply them so far as a 
law can be made to do so. A sharp penalty 
for neglect of duty is a wonderful stimu­ 
lant to activity. 
G o v ern o r O glesby, of Illinois, de­ 
fends the right of workmen to strike. In 
his annual message he treats the subject at 
length. The strike, according to the Gov­ 
ernor, is the natural and rightful protest 
of the wagc-winncr. But the Governor 
stoj* short there and takes all the life out 
of his defense of the strike, by saying that 
no violence or menace of any kind can be 
justified to make the strike effective* 
When any infringement of another’s right 
is entered upon in a strike, then it be­ 
comes unlawful and must be put down. 
The Governor had quite as well said noth­ 
ing about it. His opening and his closing 
amount simply to thiS: **One man may 
cease working for 
chooses.'

j would consent to be a party to such arrange­ 
ment, the power to levy tribute to any extent 
j the gang might fix, upon every measure thut 
came up, before it woukl be allowed to pass. 
This is a startling proposition, and one which if 
1 put into successful operation would simply turn 
! the Legislative into an ambuscade, for levying 
* blood-money through the State’s own machin- 
ciy, and in an improved highwayman style. 
With a view to ascertain what truth there 
might be in the report, a R eco k d-U n io n repre­ 
sentative has interviewed some of the leading 
Democratic Senators upon the subject, and ob­ 
tained the following expressions: 
Senator Boggs said : I have heard of this be­ 
fore. but it lias not been broached in caucus, 
end I do not believe it will be. Such a proposi­ 
tion would be so monstrous that no honorable 
man would for an instance listen to it. If any 
attempt to thus control the Legislature is mani­ 
fested, it will be the duty oí every honest Sena­ 
tor, not only not to be bound by caucus dicta­ 
tion, but also to oppose every movement in that 
direction to the bitterend.

Senator Briceland said: I have always been 
perfectly independent of the caucus power. an»I 
always Intend to be, except in tucb matters as 
relate to organization, election of officers, etc., 
which are purely political matters. The caucus 
for these purposes is well enough, but when it 
shall extend to interfere with general legisla 
tion it becomes pernicious, and 1 do not think 
the Democrats will for a moment attempt to do 
any such thing, but if they do, they cannot con­ 
trol me. 
Senator Meany replied as follows: So far as I 
know, there has ’been nothing whatever done 
tending to bring Democrats into caucus, upon 
matters of legislation. There has lieen caucus­ 
ing upon organization and patronge and United 
States Senatorship, but not of the matter you 
speak of. If there is any attempt o! any thing 
of this kind it will fail, aud 1 shall do every­ 
thing in my power to make it fail.

Senator Haynes said : No one I.as approached 
me upon any such pro|>osition, and if such ap­ 
proaches should be made,I would have nothing 
whatever to do do with a caucus upon matters 
of legislation, nor be bound by any caucus 
action. Caucuses are well enough in party 
matters, but party matters must not interfere 
with legislation which is for the whole people. 
The views of Senators Sargent, llinshaw, 
Langford. Caminetti and Roth are said to be 
strongly in accordance with the views above 
expressed. 
________ 
The Assembly voted yesterday to give the San 
Francisco delegation a clerk. Several other 
delegations thereupon asked for clerks. Some 
of these, consisting of one member, were per­ 
sistent in the demand. Of course this was sar­ 
casm on their part—but well directed. A mo­ 
tion to reconsider the vote giving the San 
Francisco delegat ion a clerk lias been noticed. 
It ought to prevail, ami the scheme have the 
life choked out of it. The theory of the system 
of legislation never contemplated clerkships for 
delegations. Assemblymen represent districts, 
one io each : there is, therefore, no inore need 
for a clerk for one than another. Nothing is 
referred to delegations now, since all legislation 
must be general—with few exception*. Und»*r 
such exceptions large “ delegations,' better 
than small ones, can do their own clerking, for 
there are more members from aim rig whom to 
choose to “ keep minutes." The ?an Franc*sco 
delegation in the la-t Legislator* was accorded 
a clerk, and a man elected who t\ as never seen 
thereafter except on pay d~.». 11 the Assembly 
men from one city »»r to have a clerk, let the 
bowl go round to all alike ; untie the treasury 
purse and let the ducats roll, i»\s everybody's 
funeral and the people pay the bills. 


INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 


The Committee oil Retrenchment in the As­ 
sembly nromises to he one oi the most important 
of the present Legislature. 
When Matthews of Tehama found that one 
committee clerk had drawn twelve chamois 
skins from the supply department, he made up 
his mind that some radical change was neces­ 
sary, and he introduced on Wednesday the fol­ 
lowing, which was adopted: 
Itrsolred. That requisitions upon the Secretary 
of State for stationery and othersnpplics by em­ 
ployes of the Assembly and of Assembly com­ 
mittee clerks, lie tirst submitted to the Commit­ 
tee on Retrenchment for approval. 
The < ommittec on Retrenchment is a good 
one. composed as follows: Gonld Chairman, 
Wilcox, McGowan, Matthews'and Toner. 
At the close of the session yesterday afternoon 
the committee met in the Supreme Court room 
and organized for business. They were called 
upon bv the clerk of the Committee on Attaches 
an,I Employes, who said she was desirous of 
drawing n few necessary articles, and submitted 
the following requisition, properly signed by 
the Chairman of her committee. The requisi­ 
tion is verbatim, except the price of the urti 
eles. which are supplied by a well-known dealer 
in this city:

Before the Clerk had finished reading a twen­ 
tieth part of that requisition there was an ex­ 
pression of horror on the face of each member 
of the committee present. Gould said he had 
lived in Rodie. and he thought that a tough 
place, but he was desirous of getting back to 
Mono and Inyo as soon as possible. That was 
entirely too much for his nerves. He asked tne 
Clerk to examine closely and see whether or 
not there was a washing machine or a piano in 
the list that had been overlooked. 
Matthews of .San Benito said he hail served in 
the halls of legislation in several States, but he 
gave notice there and then, that his political' 
life was at an end: he would stay to the c'ose 
of the session, but nfter that he should go into 
respectable private life. 
Wilcox said he had been lighting codlin 
moths and various kinds of scate-bug, but he 
had run against something here that no kind 
of spraying would exterminate. If the tree 
was as badly affected as it appeared to be, he 
was in favor of cutting it down. That such a 
requisition could be made out in this “glorious 
climate "w as more tnanhe tould undurstar.d. 
Even if the requisition was filled, he did not be­ 
lieve there was a mom in the Capitol building 
that would hold all the articles enumerated. 
The committee determined to take the bovine 
by tlie horns, and do their duty, so they ordered 
the clerk to make out a requisition as follows: 
'4 ream of paper, 1 dozen ]*eueils, 6 common 
pen-holders. 1 small bottle of ink—about 31 50 
worth all told. This was handed the clerk, who 
took it am} left. A moment niter their adr 
joumment the Chairman of the Committee 
on Attaches and Employes, a committee 
which, by the way, has perionued all the duties 
which will bo-imposed uf»ou it at this session, 
met the Chairman on Retrenchment and asked 
why li - requisition was not allowed. lie was 
lint nt all pleased with the presumptionsness of 
the Committee on Retrenchment, and stated 
that he would bring the matter before the 
House. Will he do it: The Committee on Re­ 
trenchment is very anxious that he should. If 
a committee that has no use tor snpplies requires 
(71 30 worth, what will be required by a com­ 
mittee t") w hom one or two bills may be re­ 
ferred . If the other forty-one committees draw 
even this 'small amount ' of “ necessary sup­ 
plies." it will take (2.92330 worth to supply 
them The second draft is always larger than 
the tirst. and the Tehsma statesman, by his 
timely resolution, baa no doubt saved the Stale 
(10,000.

TO OI R LAW-MAKERS. 
Ail A ppeal from a Itutte County W oman 
for Protection of Homes. 
Eds. Recokd-Union : I liave read the 
Recokd-Union ever since it had an exist­ 
ence. Its clear sounding tones of loyalty 
to all that is best in the land ; its noble ad­ 
vocacy of the right for all classes ; its clear, 
good type, are things that have made this 
paper a household necessity with us. And 
so, Record-Union, in view of these things, 
I have ventured to write you this letter. I 
feel that in you the defenseless have a 
friend. 
There exists to-day a law in the statute 
book of California that is a shame and dis­ 
grace to the State. You are inviting fam­ 
ilies to come over and settle np its broad 
acres: and while you are doing this I have 
conic to ask you if you will not also aid in 
defending the homes already established 
here? 
All homes built upon all lands in tins 
State, excepting U. S. homestsad lands, 
belong wholly and entirely to tlie husband. 
No matter how faithfully the wife has 
toiled through all the best years of her life 
to help make that home, no matter how 
much time she has given to its inward and 
outward adorning, she has no legal right 
to it whatever. Her husband can convey 
it away from her and their children, with­ 
out her knowledge or consent, and leave 
them dependent upon the world. Shame 
on you, law-makers of California for such 
a law as this! 
Not many months since I stood by one 
fioor toiling woman, whose home had been 
ost to her for three years, and she had just 
been informed of the fact. InUrest had 
been added to principal. 
Youth and 
strength had long since left her. A look 
of anguish and dismay had settled upon 
her face that will haunt me while memory 
lasts. 
Looking out from that fair valley home, 
and to the encircling hills beyond, she 
queried thus : “ What cun I do to release 
from the grasp of that legal robber this 
home that is rightfully mine?” Nothing 
could be done. All wa3 gone! Irretriev­ 
ably gone. 
—- 
Other women have fcseen who have been 
thrust out from their homes, attended by 
small children, to gain a living as best they 
could. And so I say to you law-makers now 
assembled at Sacramento, that unless this 
law is changed, you will soon have an 
array of pteneer pauper women in your 
midst that will be pitiful to behold. Too 
old to build anew, hope and ambition gone, 
they will eke out an existence as best they 
can, and sink at last into unmarked graves. 
This is no fanciful picture; it is truth. 
These women came to California in the 
long ago by sea and land—came with youth 
and health upon their brows. They 
have given ail tiieir middle life to the 
building of homes that are now the delight 
iif all Eastern tourists ; but what is Cali­ 
fornia doing for these aged pioneer women? 
Thrusting them out from these honres un­ 
der sanction of law. Great Heavens ! Let 
ns pray 1 
Yes, my toiling sisters, throughout the 
length and breadih of California, let us 
pray 1 Let us go to our law makers, and, 
on bended knees before them, plead with 
them for the total extinction of this cruel 
and unjust law. Let us entreat of them, 
in the name ot all that is holy—in the 
name of mother, wife and sister, to deal 
justly with us. 
Let us toil them that this law is a great 
injury to the best interests of this great and 
growing State: that it is sowing the seeds 
of discord in many homes, leaving dark 
shadows upon many thresholds that time 
will never obliterate. We will tell them 
the State homestead law to which they re­ 
fer us has never been heard of by one-half 
the women of the State, and when beard 
ot by those whose homes have been stolen 
from them .it is too late then to seek its 
protection; that its application to any 
home brings with it distrust and aliena­ 
tion.But we will implore them to make dur­ 
ing the present session of this Legislature 
a law that will give to all women through­ 
out the State a legal title to their homes, 
whether built upon railroad, school or 
mineral land. Let the ¡aw so read that all 
such homes located upon these lands 
shall not be conveyed away from the 
wife, either by assignment or mortgage, 
without her consent and signature. 
We sha',1 find among these law-makers 
young men who, during the months pre­ 
ceding the autumn election, passed among 
our mountain pines, seekiiig legislative 
honors, and glorying in the title of Native 
Sons. They threw out these inspiring 
words to other young men, who caught the 
inspiration and gave them the coveted 
Drize. Can these Native Sons forget the 
Pioneer Mothers? 
And now, dear R ecord-U n io n , we make 
with you our closing prayer. If I have 
read your words aright these many years, 
yon will say that the lowliest woman in 
the land should have a legal title to her 
home and earnings. 
Can you not, from your exalted position, 
reach the hearts of our legislators, some of 
whom have families that may one day 
need the sympathy of those around them ? 
Will you not plead with them to make, 
during this present session of the Legisla­ 
ture, a law that shall give to the women of 
California a legal title to their homes and 
firesides.

T f.l e p iio n f. v s. T e l e g r a p h .—It appears 
that communication by telephone to great 
distances, though an interesting and won­ 
derful scientific achievement, is not likely 
to prove commercially important. Esti­ 
mates by Dr. W'ietlisbach place the cost of 
a telephone lirre 1.250 miles long, over 
which speech is possible, at over $250,000: 
and to make snch a line profitable it must 
earn a dollar a minute, a brief conversation 
thus costing $5 or $10. The telegraph works 
at this distance at about a tenth of the cost, 
and is cheaner for all distances of more 
than 300 miles, the economy being with 
the telephone below about that limit.

I Evarts Declares the 1)111 before Congress 
! 
is U nconstitutional. 
j [By telegraph to the Record-Union.J 
W ashington. January 12th.—In the Sen­ 
ate to-day among the communications pre­ 
sented and referred were the following: 
By Jones of Nevada—Relative to the 
claim of John Roach. 
By Frye from the Committee on Com­ 
merce—Proposition as an amendment to 
the Postoflice bill, appropriating $400.000 
to carry the mails between the United 
States and Brazil aud Central and South 
America. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the conference report of the interstate 
commerce bill. 
Frye gave notice that he would move to 
recommit the report with instructions, and 
claimed that the motion would take prece­ 
dence of the other two motions. 
The report having been read in full, Hoar 
moved that the Senate disagree to the re­ 
port, insist on its former action and request 
a further conference. 
Cullom claimed that his motion to agree 
to the report took precedence of the motion 
to disagree. 
Harris, one of the conferees, desired every 
Senator to realize the fact that when he 
voted on a question of agreeing or disagree­ 
ing to this report he was voting in effect 
on the question as to whether there should 
be any legislation on the subject during 
this Congress. 
Hoar characterized Harris' statement as 
extraordinary, and appealed to the Senate 
not to submit to that kind of threat. Here 
was a bill embodied in four great salutary 
propositions, on which the Senate, the 
House of Representatives and the Ameri­ 
can people were substantially agreed, and 
the Senate was now told that none of these 
things should be accomplished unless there 
was engrafted on the bill what was a de­ 
parture from the great doctrine of reason­ 
ableness, unless there was engrafted a prin­ 
ciple against which the customers and not 
the railroads interested in the carrying 
trade were protesting, on the ground that 
the inevitable effect of it would be to put 
up freights aiyl to make large branches of 
business, now carrying on successfully and 
profitably, impossible in the future. 
George advocated the adoption of the re­ 
port. He said he had no doubt that the 
effect of legislation would be to increase 
freight rates temporarily, not because that 
was the legitimate result of it, but because 
the railroad companies could make it the 
occasion of unnecessarily and unjustly rais­ 
ing rates in order .to bring the measure into 
disrepute. 
The bill, Evarts said, lias been properly 
designated “An Act to Regulate Com­ 
merce,” not to regulate interstate com­ 
merce. He denounced the bill as being 
unconstitutional and as entirely lodged in 
the Federal Government's jurisdiction over 
the subject of commerce. The Constitution 
was framed to “ form a more perfect Union 
to establish justice and to insure domestic 
tranquillity,” but one fault of the biLl 
would be its tendency to make the Union 
less perfect, to disestablish justice, and to 
insure domestic discord. Outside of the 
fourth and tifth sections the bill was in the 
direction of a regulation of commerce, and 
properly belonged to the sphere of law­ 
making, but these two sections were 
departures from law-making. It was 
an attempt to lay down rules of 
transportation not recognized by the laws 
of commerce. The strangulation of com­ 
merce for the purpose of exercising control 
of railroads would he the sherest folly in 
the world. It was to the interest of rail­ 
roads that commerce should be developed, 
not restrained; that is, the volume could 
be increased and its freedom not hampered. 
Coming down to the question of pooling, 
he asked whether the Senate was ready to 
say that an equalization and uniformity of 
rates should Dot be allowed. They, all 
knew that pooling did produce uniformity 
and stability, and that those questions were 
the most important in the interest of ship­ 
pers. This verj' question was now at the 
bottom of the political agitation in Great 
Britain and Ireland. The commerce of 
the United States should be unrestrained 
and without impediments in the way of 
transfers between States. Whatever there 
might be in the future, whatever could be 
read in the past, the greatest and most re­ 
liable of principles of progress and pros­ 
perity consisted in observing the law aud 
maintaining peace and accord at home. 
At the conclusion of Evarts’ speech 
Cullom expressed his desire that a vote be 
taken to-day. but Hoar suggested that he 
and other Senators desired to speak, and 
that there was no desire to delay a vote un­ 
necessarily. 
Finally unanimous consent was given 
that a vote shall be taken before adjourn­ 
ment tomorrow. 
The anti-polygamv bill (Senate bill with 
House substitute) having been received 
from the House, the amendment was non­ 
concurred in and a conference asked. 
Messrs. Edmunds, Ingalls and t ugh were 
appointed as the Conference Committee on 
the part of the Senate. 
Cameron introduced a bill for the ap­ 
pointment of a Commissioner to represent 
the Federal Government at the centennial 
celebration of the forming and piomulga- 
tion of the Constitution, to be held in 
Philadelphia. Referred. 
After an executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
t h e h o u s e. 
W a s h in g t o n , January 13th.—Bland of 
Missouri, from the Committee on Coinage, 
Weights and Measures, reported hack the 
resolution calling upon the Secretary ot 
the Treasury for information as to the 
monthly purchases and coinage of silver 
during the last fiscal year. Also informa­ 
tion as to whether the law requiring the 
purchase and coinage of not less than 
$2,000,000 worth of silver bullion had been 
complied with. Adopted. 
The (loor was accorded to the Committee 
on Judiciary and the following bills were 
passed: Authorizing service of civil and 
criminal process issued by any Territorial 
Court within the Indian and military reser­ 
vations and Yellowstone National Park. 
Amending the law regulating the re­ 
moval of causes front btate to Federal 
Courts. [The bill increases the minimum 
jurisdiction of Circuit Courts from $500 to 
$2,000, and takes away from Circuit Courts 
jurisdiction of causes in favor of assignees 
of promissory notes and b.llsof exchange 
and restricts to the defendant the right 
to remove a cause from a State to the 
Federal 
Court. 
It deprives Circuit 
Courts of the jurisdiction of any 
suit of a civil nature between corporations 
and the person of snv State in which such 
corporation, at the time the cause of action 
occurred, may have been carrying on any 
business authorized by the law creating it, 
except io cases arising under tlie copyright 
or patent laws, and in like cases which 
said Courts are authorized by the Act to 
take original cognizance of suits between 
citizens of the same State, and prohibits 
any such suit between a corporation and 
citizen, or citizens, of a State in which it 
may be doing business, front being re­ 
moved into any Circuit C.-tirt of the 
United States, except in like eases in 
which such removal is authorized by tlie 
foregoing provisions in suits between citi­ 
zens of the same State.] 
Tu;ker of Virginia called up the bill 
providing for the bringing of suits against 
the Government, which, after a very brief 
discussion, was passed. 
The next bill called up was the one ex­ 
tending, lor one hour [year?] from its 
passage, the right of action in cases arising 
under the Captured and Abandoned Prop­ 
erty Act. 
Pending debate, the House adjourned.

T h e M ig h t ie s t o f W a v e s.— The tidal 
wave, says Dana, differs from ordinarv 
waves in many respects; in having an 
extra-terrestrial origin—the attraction of 
the moon .and sun—owing to which, the 
ocean feels the impulse to its bottom, and 
the wave U a translation wave; in the 
movement being westward in consequence 
of the earth’s eastward revolution, and 
hence in having the same rate of movement 
as the earth, or 1,000 miles an hour at the 
equator (that is, movement in wave motion, 
not in water); consequently in having for 
the length of a single wave 12,000 miles, 
the ebb and How occupying together twelve 
hours. The Pacific is too narrow front east 
to west to contain at once much over half 
of the wave curve, and the north Atlantic 
could hold transversely but a quarter of it. 
After leaving the Pacific, its course is 
northwesterly in tlie Indian ocean, and the 
same also in the Atlantic. The bight in 
the middle Atlantic is very small, but as 
the depth diminishes oti soundings, the 
wave increases in elevation, and its transla­ 
tion character becomes more and more 
appreciable. Still, at the prominent head­ 
lands of the continent its hight is only 1 
to 2 leet. Converging coast lines augment 
the tide's hight, so that it becomes 5 feet 
at the entrance to New York hay, 7 feet 
at Savannah, 10 feet at Boston, and 40 to 
7») feet in the narrow Bay of Fundy.

F.. J . K en n ed y C o n fesses to th e R ob b in g 
o f th e S a cra m en to P ostoflice. 
E. J. Kennedy is a bright, intelligent 
young man about eighteen years of age, of 
respectable parentage. On October 1 ,1885, 
Postmaster Green appointed him as a spe­ 
cial delivery messenger in this city. He 
had the confidence of Mr. Green, and also 
of the latter’s successor, Mr. Stephens, until 
a few months ago, when he was connected 
somewhat with questionable transactions 
and was dismissed from the service. The 
position he held necessitated his remaining 
in the office at night, some hours after the 
other employes had gone to their homes. 
One morning one of the mailing-clerks 
missed $13 of his private funds, which he 
had placed in a drawer for safe-keeping. 
The matter was reported to Postmaster 
Stephens, and although nothing was said 
to Kennedy about it, he was strongly sus- 
picioned. Shortly afterwards it was dis­ 
covered that an attempt had been made, 
during the night, to foice open the drawer 
containing “ due money,” small coins, one 
and two-cent pieces. One night a mailing- 
clerk returned to the office for a forgotten 
article, and on opening the door discovered 
Kennedy at the box of Weinstock A Lu­ 
bin. f The matter was 
REPORTED TO THE POSTMASTER, 
And on Kennedy’s being questioned re­ 
garding it, he said some one from the store 
called to inquire about some private letters 
contained in the box, and lie had looked 
through its contents to oblige them. Lost 
letter tracers began to come in thick and 
fast. The matter was referred to proper 
authorities, who investigated it as thor­ 
oughly as possible, resulting in coming to 
the conclusion that the fault was not in the 
Sacramento office.

The letter was signed in the presence of 
two employes of the Postoffice, with whom 
he had talked fieelv about the matter. His 
confession was forwarded to the proper au­ 
thorities, and yesterday morning a Deputy 
Uniled States Marshal went to the railroad 
shops where Kennedy was at work and 
placed him under arrrst. He was taken 
before United States Commissioner Robin­ 
son, where he was held to answer before 
the United States Grand Jury in San Fran- 
cisc») to-day. Pending that time, lie was 
admitted to hail in the sum of $1,000.

It was mentioned in the R euokd- U n io n 
a few days since that the Southern Pacific 
Company had ordered twenty-one Pullman 
palace-cars constructed for use on its roads, 
and that the first three had already arrived. 
A description of the “ Santa Barbara”— 
which will answer for ail—shows that they 
will not belle the designation of “palaces.” 
It is upholstered in silk, is heavily cur­ 
tained, and is mirrored from one platform 
door to the other. The drawing-room in 
front is so arranged that additional bcrth- 
roorn is obtained, and it is inclosed by 
wooden and glass partitions, with a side 
passage. The seats in tlie body of the car 
have liigh hacks and head rests, which fold 
to form a pocket for the reception of arti­ 
cles of clothing, while small hammocks 
swing against the side of the car above 
each berth, and are used for collars, cuffs, 
or any other articles. Another new feature 
is the duplex curtain, to obviate the ex­ 
posure of passengers in lower berths while 
others are passing to or from upper berths. 
The coal-box is placed under the stove in 
the front end, thus making room for three 
new lockers, which contain axes, saws, oil 
and other necessaries. There is a new pnt- 
ent tire extinguisher, and the lamps, two 
for each section, are of an improved make. 
Electric bell-buttons are at the side of 
every berth and on the outside of the car, 
all rnnning to the porter’s room. The 
smoking-room is of a new pattern, ar.d 
contains a larger number of berths than 
those of the old Pullman coach. All of 
the fresco work and upholstery are in new 
colors and are very handsome. The first 
seven of these cars to arrive here will run 
between San Francisco, Sacramento and 
Ogden, while the others will run on the 
Southern Pacific and California and Oregon.

Royal Society of Tasmania finds that. a3 
compared with Mars, Jupiter's 
surface 
brightness is twenty-two times as great as 
it ought to he it all its light is reflected 
sunshine, and as compare i with the moon, 
about thirteen times. That tlie brilliancy 
was remarkable has long been known, and 
the theory of this observer, that the giant 
planet of our system has not yet so cooled 
as to cease to be self-luminous, is by no 
means new1. A more generally accepted 
explanation, however, is that Jupiter is 
covered with a very highly reflective ma­ 
terial which absorbs much less solar light 
than Mars and the moon.

Eds.-R ecord-Union: I see that a So­ 
noma county member of the Legislature 
has introduced a bill to omit quails from 
the protection of tlie game law during their 
breeding season. He claims, I believe, 
that quails are destructive to gardens and 
ineyards. 
It is to ho hoped that among 
the assembled wisdom of the State there 
no considerable number of men so 
ignorant of the facts us to he misled by the 
statement of the Sonoma gentleman. It is 
simply a mailer of fact—that can be estab­ 
lished by tbe testimony of every pet son 
who knows anything about the habits of 
[iiails—that these birds do not eat grapes, 
etc. On tiie contrary, they are a protec­ 
tion to the vineyardist and gardener. No 
man ever yet found in a quail's eraw a 
grape seed, or a particle of any fruit or 
oilier valuable product of orchard or gar­ 
den. The quails frequent vineyards and 
gardens 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
eating 
the 
hugs 
and 
insects 
that 
infest 
the vines and vegetable stalks, as well as to 
at the small seeds of grasses and weeds. I 
challenge the author of this bill, or any 
other tiian, to prove that quails prey upon 
grapes or small fruits of any kind. The 
charge has often been made through ig­ 
nora nee. and it is about time that men 
should study the subject of ornithology be­ 
fore committing themselves to such egre­ 
gious blunders. 
Thousands of men of means in the East 
who are looking far homes in this State 
would hedeterred from settlingin a locality 
where there was no protection afforded the 
quails and other game birds, the pursuit of 
which affords a healthful and attractive 
pastime lor both young and old. Destroy 
the game birds of 'the State, and one of its 
chief attractions will have been lost. It is 
to be hoped that no hill having this object 
in view will ever he allowed to disgrace the 
statute hooks of the Stute.
